The rules of the contest limited eli- 
vibility to animals that had won first 
or second at a state or regional junior 
show, or which, having competed at a 
junior show, placed first or second in 
the open classes at a show of similar 
rank. All entries were thus required 
to meet the junior project ownership 
rules of their states and state leaders 
were cooperative in providing this in- 
formation. 

The pictures of the eligible animals 
were assembled at the WORLD office 
and then put through exactly the same 
processing as the regular Senior All- 
(American awards and with the same 
nominating and selecting committees. 
The whole file of pictures was care- 
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fully scanned by the nominating com 
mittee which was composed of Dean 
Emeritus H. H. Kildee of Iowa, Dean 
Gordon M. Cairns of Maryland and 
Harvey W. Swartz of Wisconsin. They 
sorted out what they considered the 
top six entries in each of the seven 
age classes provided for in the con- 
test.

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Comments on the Junior All-American Awards 
By H. H. KILDEE, Dean Emeritus, lowa State College 


I am happy te comply with the request of our good 
friend, Maurice §$. Prescott, that I comment briefly concerning 
the Junior All-American Awards which are being made for the 
first time. 

I accepted this assignment because of my long-time interest 
in boys and girls and especially those who participate in or- 
ganized livestock projects. However, I realize the difficulty of 
adequately presenting the winners of these much coveted ‘and 
significant awards within the limits of photographic presenta- 
tions, time and space. 

Before presenting the winners as determined by the votes 
of the committee of judges, I wish to commend and congratu- 
late the many boys, girls and adults whose good work, in 
their respective counties and states from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico, has led to the 
type and quality of the Holsteins which are receiving recog- 
nition on this national basis. 

I know from the happy experience of working with many 
thousands of 4-H club members and Future Farmers through- 
out the nation that the youthful participants of today will 
become the constructive doers, good citizens and leaders of 
tomorrow. Every community, county and state in our nation 
and every country in the world would benefit from greater 
emphasis upon these rural youth programs and activities 
which provide so many inspirational and educational benefits. 

Aged Cows —4 Years and Over 
Photographs of the winning Holstein cows in the junior 
shows give evidence that in type and quality the 1961 
winners were unusually pleasing. The six cows nominated 
for consideration represented youthful exhibitors from 
New York to California, and from Michigan to Tennessee. 
Belle Cornell Dewdrop Abbekerk, owned by Jerry Coyne of 
Avon, New York, richly merits the All-American designation

Jerry Coyne of Avon, New York, deserves special recog- 
nition for winning All-American designation on his very 
superior two-year-old heifer after winning the same coveted 
award on his aged cow. 

Coyne Farms Xray Belle was an easy 
honors ameng the many good two-year-olds. In her photo- 
graphic presentation, this heifer seems to combine in an 
excellent manner the most desirable characteristics—in her 
breed character, topline, balance and blending of body parts, 
her well-attached, well-shaped and capacious udder, she 
measures exceedingly well. 

The Reserve All-American Award went to Ladino Polly 
Burke, shown by Emmett Lee, Jr. of Manteca, California 
This deep-bodied heifer of superior capacity, scale and 
strength is of excellent utility type and characteristics but 
lacks somewhat the quality, balance and symmetry of the 
Coyne heifer. 

Honorable mention awards were 
good heifers. Eltkeadate Ormaby Toni, owned by Sylvia 
Patchen of Locke, New York, is a very superior heifer that 
combines style, balance, capacity, dairy character and a 
good mammary system. 

Breezeland Lady Star Comet, owned by David Peterson of 
Callender, Iowa. This heifer is very good in strength, ca- 
pacity and balance of body parts. She is handicapped by 
the photographic presentation of her mammary system 
Princess Colantha Eckhe Kel, bred and exhibited by Glen 
E. Cook, Elkhart, Indiana. While the photograph of this 
heifer makes her appear somewhat smaller and with less 
body and udder capacity than the other heifers possess she 
does seem to have a number of very desirable characteristics. 
Among these are her excellent spring of rib, wide rump and 
excellent Holstein head. 
Senior Yearling Heifers 
aaxte Reburke Pansy, owned by Judith C. Anderson 
of Belleville, Wisconsin, was the outstanding choice of the 
judges for the All-American designation. This beautiful, 
well-balanced heifer combines the desired characteristics to 
a degree that leaves little improvement to be desired by 
even the most critical.

We wish to compliment President Shaw on the appoint- 
ment of a strong committee, and we can feel assurance that

Delegates To Be Chosen For Roanoke 

Nominating petitions will soon be out for the election 
of delegates to the 68th annual Convention of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America at Roanoke, Virginia 
June 4, 1952. We here present the official membership 
count by states, upon which delegate representation is 
determined. Each district is entitled to one delegate plus 
an additional delegate for cach 150 active members or 
major fraction thereof. Active members are defined as 
those that have registered or transferred animals within 
the preceding two years. 

The total of delegates this year is 157, which is down 
two from last year, Minnesota and New Jersey each losing 
one delegate. New Jersey needed only one more active 
member to retain its delegation of three, while Minnesota 
was short 19 members to retain its delegation of seven. 

The active membership list as of November 30, 1951 
is 16,865, which compares with 16,875 on November 30, 
1950. This result in the face of one of the best years for 
new members the Association has ever had, requires a 
word of explanation. 

At the 1950 Convention the By-Laws were changed, 
moving up a full month the whole schedule of dates in 
the process of electing delegates. The purpose was to 
make it possible to notify delegates of their election farther 
ahead of the Convention, for their convenience in plan- 
ning. Thus the membership count this year and last 
was prescribed to be taken on November 30 instead of 
December 31 as in all previous years. 

Last year the Board held its winter meeting during 
the final week of November. This year on account of

hotel difficulties in Chicago during International Week, 
the Board meeting was held during the first week in De- 
cember. The membership applications received since the 
June meeting and totaling 840 were formally accepted by 
the Board on December 6. 


The administration requested a ruling by counsel 
that would permit including these 840 new members in 
the current membership count before determining the 
number of delegates to be elected for the Roanoke Con- 
vention. Counsel Horn, however, ruled that this would 
be illegal and he could not approve it as this group of 
840 were not legally members until December 6, while the 
count under the By-laws was required to be made as of 
November 30. This technical KO will certainly be dis- 
appointing to breeders in the half dozen or more states 
that might otherwise have qualified an additional dele- 
gate this year. 

Unquestionably rewording of the By-laws should be 
made at Roanoke so that this situation will be corrected in 
future years, regardless of the exact date upon which the 
Board holds its winter meeting. The Association should 
not be in a position where a half year’s membership effort 
could be nullified by a technicality.

that we had born. He would take 
them as soon as born for a few dollars 
over veal price. He would usually 
buy a bull calf, also off color. He 
had an exceptionally well producing 
herd, and it should have been, be- 
cause there were cows from 800 Ib. 
fat dams. He was interested only in 
production, and he got that. I think 
we are interested in something more. 
During the depression we bought a 
rather high priced bull for those 
times. His calves looked very prom- 
ising. His first four daughters we 
bred right back to him, for if there 
were any bad _ characteristics we 
wanted to know about them. The 
first calf from this combination was 
red and white. That was rather dis- 
appointing also. 

One time I looked at an aged bull 
who had a very good proving on 
D. H. I. A. daughters. He was defi- 
nitely a borderline case as far as the 
required length of white in switch 
was concerned, but not only that, he 
had two daughters in this small pure- 
bred herd that had too much black in 
switch. 

Yes, it is too bad if the inheritance 
of a certain animal has to be lost 
just because it lacks certain color re- 
quirements, but the line must be 
drawn somewhere on this matter of 
color markings, or you will lose that 
attractiveness, or call it beauty, that 
will appeal to potential purchasers. 
The inheritance occasionally lost by 
retaining the present rules I don’t 
think is serious enough to warrant 
changing them. Mr. Lewis S. Bell in 
his article “Who Sells Holsteins” in 
the same issue as Mr. Harrison's ar- 
ticle appeared, mentions among other 
things as aids to selling cattle the im- 
portance of having the animal clean 
and clipped. So I say let’s also keep 
the Holstein “pretty” by retaining the 
four white feet and a white switch, 
but let’s also use the milk scale.

SOME COLOR SUGGESTIONS 
Editor, Holstein Frisian WORLD: 

Here we go again! They say black 
and white purebred Holstein registry 
rules is a “hot” subject. Any subject 
that affects millions of people, “hot” 
or cold, is of interest. It does affect 
that many people: consumers—higher 
production per unit cost lowers con- 
sumer cost; producers—higher pro- 
duction makes for a living wage. And 
where do color markings enter the 
picture? 

From one purebred Holstein man 
to another: “Sell them quick if you get 
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a black leg or tail.” The same dairy- 
man wouldn't sell a calf eligible for 
registration even though her dam 
might produce as low as 150 Ibs. of 
butterfat her first year. Are we 
measuring milk or tails? 

Another remark: “If you have a 
knot in a piece of lumber, you throw it 
away; throw away your calves that 
fail to meet the color rules.” But 
while the knot weakens the lumber, 
does a black hoof or tail weaken your 
calf's production potentialities? 

Still another: “We must stick to our 
true-type model!” Did you ever note 
the amount of black on our true-type 
model? Just the other day I had a 
calf, all white except for one spot on 
the head. True type? 

We farmers wouldn't object to non- 
registry of an occasional animal, even 
from one of the best in the herd, if 
it were just one. But along comes 
daughters, granddaughters, all per- 
fectly marked, all good type, high pro- 
ducers—can we afford to throw them 
away? 

My suggestion: Either 1. limited 
registry of the offender whereby her 
offspring, if color perfect, can be 
registered, or 2. a rule requiring one- 
fourth black on all animals (for your 
black and white can eventually be 
lost to these nearly all-white as quickly 
as to your too black); 3. cancellation 
of registration of low-producing ani- 
mals. 

Then there is: “We must have 
rules—” True, but even the best of 
rules, like your constitution, need 
amending from time to time. Maybe 
this is the time?

FROM A VERMONT TESTER

He 
said he guessed he'd better sell the 
herd sire so as not to jeopardize his 
registrations any further.

Most calendar year taxpayers having 
income from other than wages are ré 
quired to file an estimated tax report 
and pay on that estimate on March 
15th, June 15th, September 15th and 
January 15th and then file a final re 
turn on the following March 15th 

Farmers operating on a calendar 
year do not have to file an estimated 
return if they choose to file a final re 
turn on January 3Ist There is an 
alternate. If he choses he can file an 
estimated return on January 15th and 
pay the estimated tax thereon. There 
will be no penalty for underestimating 
if the estimated tax is 6624% or more 
of the final tax. (This rule is 80%, for 
other taxpayers) Then he files his 
final return on or before March 15th 
and pays the balance of the tax shown 
to be due. 

MEDICAL EXPENSE AND 
TAXPAYERS OVER 65 

For several taxpayers 
have been allowed to deduct medical 
expenses which exceed 5% of ad 
justed gross income subject to various 
top limitations.

The medical provision for taxpay- 
ers over 65 applies only to the tax 
payer or the spouse.

For joint returns of a couple, 
the limitation is $2500.00 where there 
are no dependents, $3750.00 where 
there is one dependent, and $5000.00 
when there is more than one.

It should be noted that the deduction 
is based on expenses paid, and not on 
costs incurred and not yet paid. A 
taxpayer is 65 for the whole year even 
if he does until De 
cember 31st. If a taxpayer knows that 
he will qualify as 65 for a coming year 
he could postpone paying some of his 
medical expenses to that coming year 
in order to get full benefit of such 
deductions. Consideration should also 
be given to the effect on the probable 
total tax for each such year based on 
the expected income and tax brackets. 
Even taxpayers under 65 can plan to 
pay their medical bills so as to bunch 
the deduction into one year and use 
the itemized method for all deductions 
that year, to be alternated with the 
lump sum method for the previous or 
succeeding year. By careful planning 
of your payments for medical expenses 
a larger deduction can be established 
by either advancing or postponing pay 
ments to gain a deduction that might 
otherwise be lost. It is well to remem- 
ber that for 1952 the Federal Tax 
starts at 22.2% or $22.20 on even the 
first $100.00 of taxable income.

New York State Veterinary College 
at Cornell reports that Dr. Charles J. 
York of their staff has devised the first 
reliable “complement-fixation” test 
for leptospirosis in cattle. This little 
known disease has a high abortion rate 
among affected animals. Dr. York re- 
ported on his test for this disease at 
the recent annual meeting of the 
United States Livestock Sanitary As- 
sociation and urged that it be given 
attention by veterinarians and State 
Boards of Health. Commercial sup- 
plies of the necessary antigen for 
making the test are not yet available 
generally, ‘but work is progressing 
along this line in laboratories of the 
Veterinary Bureau Research Institute 
at Cornell.

FOOT AND MOUTH OUTBREAK 
IN ENGLAND 


A small outbreak of Foot and 
Mouth disease in several of the east 
ern counties of England is causing 
concern there Some 29 outbreaks 
have been confirmed, according to a 
report in the Farmer & Stock Breeder 
in late November. Britain follows a 
slaughter program, impossible on the 
Continent where the disease is en 
demic, and apparently has confidence 
of keeping the present trouble under 
control. An outbreak at one of the 
artificial insemination centers resulted 
in the slaughter of 37 service bulls, in- 
cluding three of the British-Friesian 
Cattle Society’s last Dutch importa 
tion.
